ORDER 

New Delhi, the llUi October 1976 

S.O. 614(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of section 53 
read with clause (b) of sub-section (4) of section 53 of the North Eastern Areas 
(Re-organisation) Act, 1971, (81 of 1971), the assets, rights and liabilities of the 
Assam State Warehousing Corporation established for the composite state of 
Assam under the notification of the Government of Assam No, RDC 3/57/205, 
dated the 12th August, 1958, (herc-in-aftcr referred to as the dissolved Corpora¬ 
tion) shull be apportioned between the Assam State Warehousing Corporation 
established under the notification of the Government of Assam No. Coop. 39/73/ 
43, dated the 27t.h December, 1974, (hereinafter referred to as Assam Corpora¬ 
tion) and the Meghalaya State Warehousing Corporation established under the 
notification of the Government of Meghakiva No. MCP 25/73/7, dated the 28th 
March, 1973 (hereinafter referred to as Meghalaya Corporation) in the following 
manner, namely:—• 

1. Transfer of assets of dissolved Corporation.— Subject to the other provisions 
of this agreement, as from the 21st January, 1975, all land, machinery, stores arti¬ 
cles, and other goods belonging to the dissolved Corporation shall:— 

(a) if situated within the State of Meghalaya, pass to and vest in the 

Meghalaya Corporation; and 

(b) in any other case, pass to and vest in the Assam Corporation, 

(1935) 
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Explanation .—Iti this clause, ‘land."’ Includes Immovable property of every 
kind and any right In or over such property, and “goods” does not include coins, 
bank notes or currency notes. 

2. Cash assets, liabilities and stores. —As from the 21st January, 1975,— 

(a) the cash assets including investments and the liabilities of the dissolv¬ 

ed Corporation as per provisional balance sheet as on the 21st Janu¬ 
ary, 1975 shall be allotted to and be vested In the Assam Corpora¬ 
tion; 

(b) stores at the head office of the dissolved Corporation at Gauhati shall 

be alloted to the Assam Corporation. 

3. Dead Stock and Equipment. —The dead stock and equipment of the dissolv¬ 
ed Corporation shall, as from the 21st January, 1975,— 

(a) if situated at the warehouse centres In the State of Meghalaya, stand 

alloted to Meghalaya Corporation. 

(b) if situated at the Warehouse centres in the State of Assam, stand 

alloted to the Assam Corporation. 

4. Employees.-— The employees of the dissolved Corporation shall as from the 
21st January, 1976, — 

(a) if working in warehouse centres situated in the State of Meghalaya, 

stand allotted to Meghalaya Corporation; 

(b) in any other case, stand allotted to the Assam Corporation: 

Provided that, the other employees who have been taken over by Meghalaya 
Corporation by mutual arrangement shall also stand alloted to Meghalaya Cor¬ 
poration from the date of their release from the Assam Corporation. 

5. Accrued Income. —All accrued income In respect of stocks shall, as from 
the 21st January, 1975,—' 

(a) if lying in warehouses under the administrative control of the Assam 

Corporation stand alloted to that Corporation; 

(b) If any other case, stand alloted to Meghalaya Corporation. 

0. Advance payments. —The benefit of advance payments In respect of insu¬ 
rance and rent of warhouses shall, as from the 21st January, 1975,— 

(a) if the warehouse is in-charge of the Assam Corporation, pass to that 

Corporation; 

(b) in any other case pass to the Meghalaya Corporation. 

7. Outstanding dues. —Payment of outstanding bills pertaining to the period 
prior to the 21st January, 1975, shall, as from that date, be the liaoility of, and be 
paid by, the Assam Corporation. 

8 . Residuary provisions,— The benefit or burden of any assets and liabilities 
of the dissolved Corporation not dealt with in the foregoing provisions shall, as 
from the 21st January, 1975, be apportioned by Central Government, in such 
manner as may be considered necessary. 

9 . Legal proceedings. —Where immediately before the 21st January, 1975, the 
dissolved Corporation is a party to any legal proceedings with respect to any 
other property, rights or liabilities, transferred to the Meghalaya Corporation or 
the Assam Corporation under this agreement, the Meghalaya Corporation or the 
Assam Corporation, as the case may be, shall be deemed to be substituted for 
the dissolved Corporation as a party to the proceedings and the proceedings may 
continue accordingly. 

10. Acquisition proceedings. —Where, immediately before the 21st January, 
1975, any proceedings for acquisition of any land for the purpose of the dissolv¬ 
ed Corporation are pending, then, all such proceedings In relation to the land 
situated in the State of Meghalaya shall be deemed to be the proceedings for the 
acquisition of land for the purpose of the Meghalaya Corporation, and in any 
other case shall be deemed to be proceedings for the acquisition of land for the 
purpose of the Assam Corporation. 
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EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Under section’ 53 of the North Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 
1971, the assets, rights and liabilities of the erstwhile Assam State 
Warehousing Corporation were required to be apportioned between the successor 
states In such manner as may be agreed upon among them within one 
year of the dissolution of the Corporation or If no agreement is reached, In such 
manner as the Central Government may, by order determine. The erstwhile 
Assam Stale Warehousing Corporation was dissolved on 21st January, 1975, The 
successor states of Assam and Meghalaya have not however come to an agreement 
upon the apportionment of assets, rights and liabilities within one year, namely, 
by 21st January, 1976. Accordingly, Central Government are issuing the order 
and have decided to give elfect to the provisions contained In this order from 
21st January, 1975 in terms of the provisions of Section 53 of the Act. The In¬ 
terests of any party are not prejudicially affected by the proposed retrospective 
elfect,
